Last year, the Romulus Community 
Schools began apilotall-day/every-day 
kindergarten program for students in 
the Merriman and Halecreek attendance 
areas. Because this program has proven 
to be so successful, reports spokesper- 
son Dick Kruse, district officials are con- 





sidering additional program options for 
the coming year, and will be seeking 
parents’ input in order to establish pro- 
grams that best meet the needs of the 
community. 

"Since we will be asking parents to 
fill out surveys regarding their program 


preferences, andwillneed time to evalu- 

ate those surveys, we will be conduct- 

ing our annual kindergarten roundup 
programs much earlier this year,” said 

Kruse. Among the options that parents 

will be asked to consider are: 

e all-day/every-day kindergarten, 

e alternate-day kindergarten, 

e alternate-day kindergarten combined 
with child-care programs for non- 
school weekdays, and 

e latchkey services with any of the 
above schedules. 

In an effort to make the kindergar- 
ten roundup and orientation as “user 
friendly" as possible, the district plans 
to offer morning, afternoon, andevening 
sessions as well as individual appoint- 
ments. Kruse says that residents should 
watch local and district newspapers for 
roundup dates, which will be announced 
within the next few weeks. Residents 
are asked to share this information with 
parents of possible kindergarten canal- 
dates (children who will be five years 
old by November 30, 2001).

Romak Should Resign, 


Says Former Councilman 
My Fellow Romulus Citizens: 

lt has been an honor and privilege 
to have served you as a Romulus Con- 
stable and uniformed police officer from 
1955 to 1961, a Romulus Trustee from 
1961 to 1970, anda Romulus City Coun- 
cilman from 1970 to 1973, 1975 to 1985, 
and 1987 to 1997, when | retired. In 
addition, | have served as a member of 
the Romulus Planning Commission. 

My responsibilities were to a//of the 
citizens, not just a few noisy protesters. 
One of my responsibilities as your coun- 
cilman was to protect your health, safety, 
and welfare. Many of you may remem- 
ber that, inthe past, | fought hard against 
dumps, landfills, and other suspected 
polluters where there was just cause. 

| have lived in Romulus for over 50 
years and have raised my family here. 
This is our home and we have many, 
many friends here. 

Lately, | have been watching Coun- 
-cilperson Debbie Romak's carryings- 
on over the Environmental Disposal 
systems (EDS) injection well, and am 
shocked and saddened. 

Romak says she has been fighting 
against the injection well since the be- 
ginning. This is nonsense. She is doing 
her absolute best to mislead the good 
citizens of our community and repre- 
sentatives of the media, most of whom 
may not remember the past. 

| ask you to think back: 

Where was Romak on October 31, 
1990, when The Romulus News re- 
ported "Deep Well Disposal of Toxic 
Waste May Come to Romulus"? 

Why wasn't Romak at the Romulus 
City Council meeting on December 10, 
1990, when then-Mayor Beverly McAn- 
ally welcomed EDS into Romulus and 
the Council approved the project? 

Where was Romak on January 17, 
1991, when The Romulus Roman re- 
ported "Councilmembers Approve 
Waste Disposal Well in City"? 

All | know is she wasn't fighting 
EDS. 

Why did it take her three years to 
discover" the well? | believe it's be- 
Cause former Mayor McAnally didn't 
wanther involved until after she double- 
crossed EDS in late 1993. 


You remember McAnally: She's the 
one who invited EDS into Romulus, 
accepted the $500,000 royalty for the 
City, watched as EDS spent $2 million 
drilling its well, andthen double-crossed 
them and filed a lawsuit against them. 

Our city has spent over $1 million 
on lawyers fighting EDS, has lost every 
step of the way, and has also lost the 
$500,000 royalty (which, over 30 years, 
would have amounted to $15 million!). 

Every once in a while | hear some- 
one ask, "Why Romulus? Why did EDS 
pick Romulus as its well site?” EDS 
Says it's because of good geology and 
good transportation, and because the 
waste waters are generated here. All 
true. But! Know the principal reason: It's 
because Mayor McAnally invited them 
in — nothing more and nothing less. 

Had McAnally said NO, none of this 
would ever have happened. 

| believe it's finally time to ask what 
a lot of people have been whispering 
about for a long time: Is Romak being 
paid to protest against EDS? 

| think it's mighty suspicious that 
Romak has been talking to EDS' com- 
petitors, who have shown up at public 
hearings to speak against the well. 
These competitors are now dumping 
hazardous waste in the sewers that flow 
under our neighborhoods and schools. 

| can imagine the impact that EDS 
will have on these competitors — and 
how willing they might be to pay people 
to protest against the well. 

Two weeks ago, Romak called for 
“civil disobedience" at a public hearing 
about the well. Can you imagine — a 
public official who has sworn to uphold 
the law is now calling for the public to 
break the law?! Romak should immedi- 
ately resign from the City Council for 
violating her oath of office. 

Lastly, | have read the reports from 
the United States Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality, University of 
Michigan, Western Michigan University, 
and from the states of Ohio, Illinois, 
Florida, Louisiana, Texas, Colorado, and 
California (where there are thousands 
of injection wells), as well as from Cana- 
da. These wells are safe — despite the 
propaganda put out by Romak. 

| Know it's hard for some of you to 
trust in the system. There was a time 
when | also had doubts. But the evi- 
dence is overwhelming, and it shows 
that Romak is just plain wrong. - 

EDS is here to stop the dumping in 
the sewers and has my full support. As 
for Romak: In my opinion, she does not 
represent the best interests of our citi- 
zens and has caused our community a 
lot of embarrassment.

Romak Tells Engler: Find 
Way To Deny EDS Permit 


Dear Governor Engler: 

My name is Debbie Romak.!ama 
Romulus City Councilwoman, but more 
importantly a mother. The issuance of 
the [Environmental Disposal Systems 
hazardous-waste treatment, storage, 
and disposal facility] permit does not 
serve the best interest of the public. 
Michigan's role is to protect the environ- 
ment and ensure public health, safety, 
and welfare ‘for all of its citizens. Your 
role as Governor of the State of Michi- 
gan and my role as Councilwoman for 
the City of Romulus will never be 
achieved if this permit is issued. This 
facility poses unacceptable risks to the 
citizens and the Site Review Board 


(SRB), appointed by you, agrees. There . 


are only five similar facilities in the en- 
tire country. Three of the five have had 
disasters with endless lawsuits, con- 
tamination, spills, and runoffs both sub- 
terranean and atmospheric. Then there 
will be the decrease in assessment in 
property values since the facility must 
be disclosed on the Seller's Disclosure. 

Neither Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) Director 
Russell Harding nor his technical staff 
have visited these other sites.
